Background:  The state's Division of Developmental Disabilities provides funding to certain 
eligible families for support services, enabling them to remain long-term caregivers for 
developmentally disabled family members.  These services include respite care, therapies, 
adaptive equipment, counseling, and training.  In January 2007 the Department of Social and 
Health Services released a report on family support recommending consolidation of services, 
a new assessment tool, and a different prioritizing system.  Legislation enacted in 2008 
created the Individual and Family Service Program which implements some of these 
recommendations.  

Summary of Bill:  Clarification is made that respite services provided under the Individual 
and Family Service Program is available to any family member who resides with and is the 
primary care provider to the person with developmental disabilities.
